A CSUS history professor who received a grant from the National 
Endowment for Humanities, will spend the next year at UC Berkeley 
researching mankind's oldest civilization 

The Sumerian people, occupying modern day Iraq from 3100 - 2000 
B.C., developed the first writing system. The series of wedge shaped 
symbois gave birth to the first literature. poetry and were responsible 
for the origins of Mediterranean civilization 

Henry Chambers wants to understand the thoughts of the people 
who developed the cuneiform 

“Translations are not accurate enough,” explained Chambers 
“English terms don't fully explain the original thoughts. | need to iearn 
the language to do that.” 

Sumerian literature, scratched into palm - size clay tablets, is “in- 
creasingly shown to be the literary bacxground of the Old Testament.” 
said Chamber. “The major themes and literary content are similar. The 

jreat 100d. creation of man, the book of Lamentation, and the ex- 
altation of Jehovah as the God of victory are clearly of Babylonian

“Altered States” is an extraordinary cinematic 
journey to the recesses of the human mind. it ex- 
plores the possibility that a man can alter his rational 
consciousness in a way that allows him to tap into 
the genetic and evoiutionary processes of human 
history 

For thousands of years mankind has sought to 
alter its waking consciousness with such 
substances as alcohol, marijuana, mushrooms, and 
synthetic drugs such as LSD. To satisfy questions 
about the power and ability of the brain, scientists 
have begun to research and record altered states 
Their findings are still inconclusive bui do suggest 
some startling possibilities 

Written by Paddy Chayefsky, (author of 
“Network’) “Altered States” expands this research 
to encompass the physical de - evolution of a man 
who travels into his own mind looking for his primor- 
dial ancestory 

in 1967 Harvard scientist Eddie Jessup (William 
Hurt) begins to study the reactions of student 
volunteers who were immersed in a sensory dep 
rivation tank. Such a tank is used to eliminate out- 
side stimuli, The subject is virtually weightless as he 


Such people deprived of stimuli began to 
hallucinate and delve into their own memories and 
fantasies. Jessup 's so intrigued by his findings that 
he repeats the experiment on himself. His reactions 
are powerful and profound, and with the help of his 
friend Arthur (Bob Balaban), he continues to ex- 
plore and record his innermost feelings 

Jessup leaves his consciousness research for 
seven years In that time he has become a respected 
Harvard professor and has married Emily (Blair 
Brown), an anthropologist who has borne him two 
daughters. He also has become dischanted with 
réality and yearns for the solice and adventure of the 
tank 

To continue his research he travels to Mexico to 
take part in an ancient Indian ceremony which in 
cludes the digesting of psychedelic mushrooms 
The Indians claim that under the mushrooms in 
fluence one can return to the beginning, the first 
soul While he trips oul, he watches the totemic wor 
ship of the Indians and mixes those images with his 
own fantasies. So impressed is he, Jessup per- 
suades the Indians to relinquish a portion of the |i 
Quid so that he may return to New York and use it in 
conjunction with a tank

By 2 p.m., the new Record Factory's front 
sidewalk is packed with a sullen crowd of the new 
generation's rock idolizers. Mostly young and white, 
dressed mainly in tight levis, t - shirts and a variety of 
clothes showcasing the most prominent bodily 
curves, the crowd waits docilely behind the rope 
barrier 

Steve Perry, lead singer of Journey, a slick and 
highly popular space rock entourage, is the day's at- 
traction. The promise of a short glimpse of the star 
and his autograph has drawn about two or three 
hundred of the faithful 

A San Francisco group, 415. is working the crowd 
in the parking lot. The players are polished young 
pros with all the standard rock gestures — swiveling 
hips, running hands through their hair, pointing to 
the sky, smirking left, grinning right — and having 
graduated easily from the Andrew Carnegie school 
of rock ‘n’ roli charm. There are lots of tight smiles 
crouches on the hard beats, back arches on the high 
notes, and ostensibly lusty glances to the crowd 

Most of the crowd missed the connection, which 
iS psychic union via rhythm, melody, dance,and the 
simple courage to respond to the music however the 
body dictates.

opportune 


Squeals and moans start flying from the crowd 

The press flashes passes, moves inside the new. 
antiseptic store, ard heads fcr the back corner. 
where a cheap throne has been set up. On top of a 
butcher paper - festooned plywood stand, a spindly 
folding chair sits behind a card table 

‘Okay, lookit, one guard barks tersely to 
another, “once he signs it, |! want them to move it 
over here.” He motions to a row off to the left of a 
rack of records 

Perry appears on his perch quietly apparently 
whisked - in from the back alley. He sits politely on 
the platform, prepared to do his bit for the company 
We are beyond the time when the mere classification 
of a record as “rock” made it something special and 
new Sales must now be shoved along 

Perry is short, with a trim physique and a thin 
face, anchored by a large nose and framed with 
layered black hair He has a trim leather jacket cut in 
disco style, along with curve hugging Levis and red 
leather imitation tennis shoes 

Several mothers and fathers are escorting their 
children, but they will find no danger here, with 
fourth or fifth generation rock society, diluted and 
safe The traditions of rock have changed. Perry 
inspires, Or represents, as much social rebellion and 
moral danger as a Mormom Tabernacle vocalist. The
